tually P'aid to Bain, the first sworn 
juror in the case, $400, and prom- 
ised to pay $3000 more at the con- 
clusion of the trial if he would vote 
for acg.uitta/1 or 
cause a disagree- 


ment.

Besides, 
he was tired out from all the fighting he had done with the Indians. One day 
he overheard an old Indian say:

"The old Indian answered that Bimini was an island to the northwest of 


Porto Rico, where Ponce de Leon then lived. In it, said the Indian, there 
•was a wonderful fountain of clear, sparkling water. Whoever drank of the 
waters of this fountain and bathed in it, it was said, would never grow old. 
No matter how old he was when he reached the fountain, if only ha drank 
some of the water and bathed in it he would become young and strong again. 


"Immediately Ponce de Leon made up his mind to search for the 'fountain 


of youth,' as it was called. For many days and nights the Spanish general 
and his men sailed. They passed by many islands and stopped at some of 
them. Wherever they landed they asked the Indians whether it was •Rimini, 
but the answer was always no; that Bimini lay still farther on. 


"After a long time Ponce de Leon and his followers passed all the islands 


•without Having reached Bimini. 
Then they gave up, discouraged, and re- 


turned to Porto Rico. But nine years later he and some of his men set sail 
again to look for Bimini. This time they reached Florida, a beautiful land 
covered with flowers. There they hoped to find the 'fountain of youth,' but 
they -were disappointed again. And not only that, but the Indians, who did 
not like to have the Spanish come to their country, fought against them. In 
one of the fights Ponce de Leon received a wound from an arrow from which 
he died after betas taken back to Cuba."

public officials and which will sup- 
port subsequent official action direct- 
ed toward the suppression of the dis- 
ease.
